citizen should neglect his business, or 
give up his producttve labor, in order to 
look after the political interests of the: 
state. Some of thé most active workers 
in politics never lose any time. They at- 
tend to their business, and give their 


leisure hours ‘to their party. 

This is the way to do. It is estimated 
that a presidential election costs the coun- 
try $500,000,000 in loss of labor, and in 
the shrinkage of business. Georgia can- 
not afford to stand’ her proportionate 
share of this loss. It is true that we are 
very much in earnest about our state and 
federal elections this year, but we can 
carry them by rousing democratic ma- 
jorities without the loss of a day’s work 
by any citizen. The situation is not criti- 
cal enough to make it necessary for thou- 


.sands of able-bodied men to spend most 


of their time for several weeks at the 
cross roads, in. the villages and on the 
street corners of the cities, Let us have 
an eye to business. We can save the 
state and the republic, and still earn our 
daily bread. 

A campaign is not a general holiday 
season.
